Wilmington’s 
Board of Selectmen voted to approve 
the new playground at their June 
22nd meeting after being contacted 
by Where Angels Play and reviewing 
various options for the siting of the 
playground.

Wilmington High School Graduate 
who died tragically doing the job he 
loved,” said Selectmen Chair 
Michael Champoux.

The Town needs your 
opinion on housing 


WILMINGTON - The Town of Wilmington's Planning & 
Conservation Office is seeking information from resi- 
dents regarding housing needs for seniors. The Town 
has developed a short survey to help guide the develop- 
ment of housing solutions that meet the requirements 
and expectations of residents 50 years and older. 

This concerted effort was launched in response to the 
vote at Annual Town Meeting in May of this year to 
approve funding for a Facility Master Plan. 

The proposal for funding was focused on addressing the 
Town's future municipal building needs. As part of the 
debate, voters expressed a desire to look at the housing 
challenges seniors face in Town in conjunction with the 
Facility Master Plan effort. The senior housing compo- 
nent was incorporated as an amendment to the article 
for funding for the Facility Master Plan, and approved 
by Annual Town Meeting. 

To better understand the needs of existing and future 
seniors, the survey is designed to collect information 
about the current housing challenges experienced or 
anticipated by seniors, and the types of housing that will 
address those challenges. The survey seeks information 
regarding factors such as cost, design, and location of 
available housing. 

Residents 50 years and older are asked to participate in 
the survey by going to 
https://www.surveymonkey.com/r/WilmingtonSeniorHo 
using. A paper version is also available at the 
Wilmington Memorial Library and the Buzzell Senior 
Center. Paper surveys should be returned to Town Hall. 
The survey is 14 questions long and should take no more 
than five minutes to complete. All responses are anony- 
mous. Responses will be collected through October. 
‘Information gathered through the survey will guide the 
Town's next steps on senior housing including identifying 
project opportunities, developing policies and programs, 
and informing budgetary objectives that support seniors 
staying in Wilmington.

mong Wilmington’s 

former school build- 

ings, the Buzzell 
School is a unique survivor, 
the only multi-room school 
building to successfully 
transition to a new life. After 
being designated for senior 
housing, the building was 
turned over to the Council 
on Aging in 1984 as the sen- 
ior drop-in center. The build- 
ing has been serving as such 
ever since. 

The Buzzell Senior Drop-in 
Center celebrates a double 
anniversary this month. It 
first opened as a school in 
1935, and then in 1985, it 
reopened as the Drop-in 
Center. 

It serves as a gathering 
place for seniors, with social 
activities, volunteer proj- 


ects, meals, coffee, and 
assistance with seniors’ 
needs. 


The building originally 
served as a junior high 
school, then as an elemen- 
tary school. In 1948, the 
principal was Harold “Ding” 
Driscoll. The high school at 
the time was in the building 
that later became the Swain 
School. 

After the school closed in 
the late 1970s, it was turned 
over to the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, to 
become “congregate” hous- 
ing, meaning multiple bed- 
rooms served by a common 
dining area. But that was 
not to be. The Housing 
Authority at the time had 
been consumed by a long 
struggle over a project that 
was never built, on the site 
of the ice arena. 


Meanwhile, the Seniors’ 
Drop-in Center at 
Wilmington Plaza _ had 


become quite popular and 
successful. For more than a 
decade, it was in donated 
space in a small storefront 
at the south end of the plaza. 
In 1984, though, the plaza 
owner notified the Council 
on Aging that it would need 
to vacate the center. 
Another space was provided 
at the other end of the plaza, 
but that was to be a tempo- 
rary arrangement. 

Much to the dismay of the 
Housing Authority, an arti-

cle was submitted for the 
1984 Annual Town Meeting 
to turn the Buzzell School 
over to the Council on Aging 
for a drop-in center. It 
passed on May 2, 1984. There 
was an appropriation of 
$11,000. 

The 50-year-old building 
was in dire need of work. 
Rep. Jim Miceli stepped for- 
ward and was instrumental 
in lining up two sources of 
labor, from two carpenters’ 
union locals, the painters’ 
union and from Shawsheen 
Tech. The union carpenters 
first project was a new roof 
on the old school. 

Over the next year and a 
half, the school was adapted 
to the Drop-In Center. The 
carpenters union came back 
twice for additional projects. 
Additionally, Miceli said 
that the union agent told 
them to call if anything else 
was needed. By September 
1985, it was ready. 

Miceli said he did not want 
the Buzzell name changed, 
so the center is the Buzzell 
Senior Citizens’ Center. The 
name honors Dr. Daniel 
Buzzell, who was the town 
physician unil his death in 
1930. 

A reunion of former 
Buzzell School students and 
their spouses is planned for 
the afternoon of Sunday, 
Sept. 20.

His brother, William Bulger, became one of the state's most 
powerful politicians, serving as president of the Senate from 
1978 to 1996. 

»Whitey Bulger fled Boston in 1994 after being tipped off by 
his’ ‘FBI handler, John Connolly Jr., that he was about to be 
indicted.

+In the film's trailers, an intense Depp is shown beating, 
dtringling and shooting his victims. But one scene shows a 
gentler side of Bulger, as he talks on a sidewalk with an old 
woman who asks him how long he's been out of prison.

“It's wonderful to have you back in the neighborhood, son,” 
the woman says, reflecting an image some had of Bulger as 
a harmless crook who kept drugs out of South Boston — a 
notion debunked during his 2013 trial. 

Former Assistant U.S. Attorney Brian Kelly, who prosecut- 
ed Bulger, said he hopes the film doesn't glamorize Bulger 
or downplay the FBI's role in protecting him. 

“T hope it shows his evil nature and shows the public cor- 
ruption that permitted his gang to flourish unchecked for 
many years,” Kelly said. “It's an essential part of the story.” 

Retired state police Maj. Tom Duffy, one of the lead inves- 
tigators, said he was skeptical about how the FBI will be 
portrayed. 

“T think it would be a grave injustice if they glorify this 
whole episode in Boston history just to satisfy the movie- 
going public,” he said. 

O'Neill said the film is.a realistic portrayal of Bulger and 
his relationship with the FBI, particularly Connolly, who is 
now serving a 40-year prison term for second-degree murder 
for leaking information to Bulger that prompted him to 
order the killing of a Boston businessman. 


“It's faithful to the book,” O'Neill said “I thought Depp} 
nailed it. It was very accurate.” 

The movie had its world premiere Friday in Veniogs 
Special screenings are also planned in Toronto on Sept, ae 
and Boston on Sept. 15. 

Some younger Southie residents know little or nothing 
about Bulger and won't be flocking to theaters. 

“T've heard his name, maybe once,” said Brittney Mank 
24, a technology consultant who's lived i in the neighborhog i 
for two years. “I would probably watch it if it comes out on. 
DVD or Netflix.” 

Feelings are stronger among some family members “Ot 
Bulger's alleged victims, including Steve Davis, whose 2 
year-old sister, Debra, was killed in 1981. 

Prosecutors charged Bulger in her slaying, but the jury at 
his racketeering trial was unable to reach a verdict in her 
death. 

“I wouldn't pay to see it ... I think the movie is glorifying 
him,”. Davis said. “We all know what this guy was about, 
what this guy did.”

the song “Dirty Water” played at the end 
of the game. This 1966 song by the 
Standells has become the de-facto 
victory anthem for the Red Sox. While 
it is not a sing-along like Sweet 
Caroline and doesn’t have such crowd 
chants as...”so good, so good”, Dirty 
Water does elicit good ‘feelings about 
Boston. The song is about various 
aspects of Boston in the 1960s, including 
its college students and our less than 
pristine Charles River; referring to 
“..down by the banks of the river 
Charles.” 

Over the years, the Charles River, like 
Boston ‘Harbor, has seen a dramatic 
improvement in its water quality. You only 
have to watch events like the Head of the 
Charles Regatta, a world class rowing 
event, each October to appreciate how 
much cleaner the river has become. This 
past July, the Massachusetts Secretary of 
Energy and Environmental Affairs jumped 
into the river at an environmental event to 
prove that at least parts of the Charles River 
are swimmable. 

The improvements can be attributed to — 
reductions in untreated sewage discharges. 
The current water quality challenge for our 
rivers is reducing urban stormwater runoff, 
which carries pollutants such as phosphorus |” 
into surface water bodies. Phosphorus, a , 
component of fertilizers, causes algae 
blooms. 

Apparently people other than environmen- 
talists and rowers have also taken notice .of the 
river’s improved water quality. According to a recent news- 
paper story, the folks at Harpoon Brewery recently 
announced that Charles River water will be an ingredient in 
its new brew. The water withdrawn from the river will be 
treated through a reverse osmosis process making it drink-

Live Shot 


¥ he recent murders of Virginia 
i, television reporter Alison 
Parker and her cameraper- 
son/videographer Adam Ward affect- 
ed me more than all the other senseless violence stories 
currently grabbing headline attention. The images of the 
murder victims were etched in my mind because of their 
familiarity. Adam Ward's career so closely paralleled my 
own son’s life it was uncanny, not to mention the uncan- 
ny physical resemblance. I’m still shaken by this story 
two weeks later. 

My son Joe is the same age as Adam Ward. He is 
employed at a major Boston television station working as 
a camera person with reporters on the street. Joe is at 
the same point in his career as Adam Ward was, a career 
he loves with all his heart. He loves the art of videogra- 
phy. Nothing brings him more joy than capturing a per- 
fectly lit seene while he films the reporters who bring the 
world crashing into our living rooms during the nightly 
news broadcast. The breaking news stories are big and 
brash, full of bluster and noise, with lots of drama and 
intensity - kind of like Joe himself. 

Occasionally, Joe sends me photos from inside the news 
van of himself and his reporters when they are between 
stories. I love getting a rare glimpse behind the scenes of 
broadcast television. These photos show happy, smiling 
faces of people who work hard and love what they do. 
These photos are identical to the ones I saw posted on the 
news of Alison Parker and Adam Ward from WDBJ-7 in 
Virginia. Every snapshot of their young faces broadcast 
during the murder reports chilled me to the bone. I've 
seen the same photos before, sent to me by my son work- 
ing with his own smiling reporters. 

Being fatally shot during a live broadcast makes the 
story even more grotesque. The time of the murders, 6:45

am, is a time you would least expect anything earth shat- 
tering to happen to you. And the location - inside a chil- 
dren’s water park - could not be less threatening. No 
wonder the television crew's guard was let down before 
they were gunned down. 

I worried about my son Joe when he graduated college 
and began his career as a “stringer”, chasing news sto- 
ries in his beloved Crown Victoria. When his dashboard 
police scanner beeped, he sped off to the crime scene like 
a superhero, armed with only a video camera. He was 
always first to arrive, before the short-staffed local tele- 
vision networks could find an available reporter. He sold 
his news footage to all the Boston networks. He even con- 
templated contacting CNN to see if they needed a young 
roving reporter to do first person war correspondence in 
Afghanistan or Iraq. I was relieved when a Boston tele- 
vision station offered Joe a full-time job. “At least he’s 
safe,” I thought. I didn’t know how wrong I was. 

Working in a top ten news market gives Joe: inside 
access to people, places and events the rest of us only 
experience second hand - from the finish line of the 
Boston Marathon during the 2013 bombings to President 
Obama playing golf on Martha’s Vineyard. Sure, there 
are glamorous assignments at Gillette Stadium and 
Boston Garden, but there are also tragic stories from 
inner city neighborhoods and uncovered horrors in pic- 
turesque small towns. 

“Do the news stories you cover affect you?” I asked my 
son. 

“I see these stories through the filter of my camera 
lens, Dad. It’s just me doing my job.” he responded. 

Good answer, I thought. But it’s a different story when 
he puts his camera down.

Téivksbury Administration Braces for New Year 
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“€o-teaching” model to aid special needs students

TEWKSBURY - It promises to be 
an intense year for students and 
faculty alike. A number of major 
changes to schedules and class 
structures are in the works. 

Last Wednesday, the school com- 
mittée, superintendent, and the 
assorted principals and vice prin- 
cipals of Tewksbury public schools 
assembled in the Tewksbury 
Memorial High School to present 
their goals and plans for the 
upcoming school year.

The new school schedules pose 
the most immediate adjustment 
for everyone to make, and 
Superintendent John O’Connor is 
expecting to see some growing 
pains. 

“There is no doubt that because 
of our changed schedules, we are 
going to have issues,” O’Connor 
said. “Our phones are going to be 
ringing off the hook for the first 
couple days.” 

The single most common goal set 
by each and every principal was to 
close the achievement gap 
between general education stu- 
dents and special neéds students. 
The gaps revealed by last year’s 


MCAS results were tremendous. 
According to the 2014 MCAS 
results, the number of students 
with disabilities scoring with the 
Failing or Needs Improvement cat- 
egories far outweighed the number 
achieving Proficient, and few to 
none were qualifying for the 
Advanced category. 

It has become a major point for 
each of the principals that they 
will seek to close this gap through- 
out the year. In an attempt to close 
the gap, schools in the district will 
now implementing a highly-recom- 
mended “co-teaching” model. 

This initiative carried over from 
the principals to O’Connor him- 


self. In his list of goals for the 
school year, O’Connor placed the 
emphasis on upping the support 
provided to special needs students. 

“80% or more of students with 
disabilities will receive special 
education services for 60% or 
more of the instructional day in 
the general education setting with 
the necessary support,” O’Connor 
wrote. 

As his second goal, O’Connor 
wrote, “All schools will consistent- 
ly provide an environment for stu; 
dents with disabilities which 
emphasizes a culture of school 
ownership and accountability for 
the success of all students.”

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“The ceremony will also 
include the dedication of the 
new student-designed 9/11 
Memorial Monument. The 
‘Monument, which stands in 
the school’s courtyard, 
reflects the targets of four 
‘coordinated terror attacks. 
“The monument is com- 
prised of two. granite 
‘columns for the twin towers, 
‘a Pentagon base, and astro- 
turf marking the 
Pennsylvania field where 
‘brave civilians crashed the 
plane thwarting the terror- 
ists’ apparent plan to crash 
United Airlines Flight 93 
into the White House after 
hijacking the plane and 
steering it toward 
Washington, DC. 

Twenty five Wilmington 
High School students worked 
onthe project. 

The Crier spoke with 
Superintendent Mary DeLai. 
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Classes

DeLai talked about how 
these students were very 
young children when terror- 
ists carried out their deadly 
mission on U.S. soil. “It’s 
amazing, because these kids 
were so committed to this 
project,” said Delai, “They 
did an amazing job and I’m 
happy to see what they’ve 
achieved.” 

Back in June of 2014, the 
Wilmington High School 
Building Committee met at 
the Town Hall to provide an 
update on changes made to 
the project. 

In June of 2013 two social 
studies teachers, Tracey 
Kassin and Mark Staffier, 
determined that Wilmington 
High School should have a 
9/11 Memorial after they 
attended a summer. work- 
shop. 

“We were reviewing monu- 
ments for World War Ii and 
Vietnam when it occurred to 
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us,” said Staffier. 

Kassin and Staffier initiat- 
ed a committee for the 
memorial where according 
to Staffier, “a tremendous 
amount of students came 
forward,” to be part of the 
project. 

The committee’s goal was 
to generate ideas for a mon- 
ument at the new high 
school, slated for its opening 
in 2015, holding weekly 
meetings whereby they 
examined different informa- 
tion on the tragic events of 
that day from photographs 
and newspaper articles. 

The students who designed 
the monument worked close- 
ly with architects working 
on the new high school to 
determine costs and materi- 
als. It was planned that once 
completed, the monument 
would stand in the high 
school’s central courtyard. 

One design, created by 
WHS student Michelle 
Murray, exemplified the four 
major events that took place 
on 9/11, representing the 
field in Pennsylvania, the 
Pentagon, and the World 
Trade Center’s Twin Towers. 
In addition, Wilmington fire- 
fighter John Brown had vol- 
unteered a- piece of steel 
from one of the towers to be 
included in the design. 

Wilmington High School 
student Anthony Vitale who 
was in kindergarten when 
the tragic events occurred, 
found out about the 
Committee in Kassin’s class 
and joined as a sophomore. 

Vitale was chosen as the 
Committee’s president, 
overseeing fundraising at 
school events. In 2013, the 
Committee sold 9/11 shirts, 
and then in 2014, they sold 
approximately 2,000 
bracelets in Wilmington 
through students, parents, 
and teachers, and, at that 
time raised $6000.00. 

Retired Superintendent 
Joanne Benton worked as a 
liaison with the construction 
company and others 


involved in the high school 
building project to solicit 
donations to help defray the 
cost and the kids the major- 
ity of the fundraising.

CPR, Concussions and Fingerprinting 
Coaches stay 


current with health 
and safety issues

- WILMINGTON - Coaching 
high school sports continues 
to get more difficult every 
passing day. Way back when 
‘coaches normally just had a 
‘chalkboard, a few plays 
drawn up on a piece of paper 
and you rolled the ball out on 
the court or what have you. 
‘You: did have the press, par- 
ents and had to give the win- 
ming. speeches here and 
there, but coaches from 30, 
20.and even five years ago 
will tell you that it's nothing 

like it is today. 

‘Today you have social 
media, you have many more 
involved parents, teams and 
athletes work year round 
whether in various camps, 
clinics, and captain's prac- 
tices. Today there's an over- 
abundance of club teams - 
some for real, some not so 
real = athletes and coaches 
are more exposed than ever 
before for various reasons. 
Today you have better equip- 
ment, fields and facilities, 
you have user fees, a govern- 
ing body that doesn't let you 
walk two feet ahead without 
instructing you do some- 
thing. Finally, today’s coach- 
es also need to hand out tro- 
phies to everyone and if you 
hesistate doing that for one 
second, your coaching 
career is in the gutter. 

Well add a few more things 
to. the ongoing list. 
Nowadays high school 
coaches need to pass a CPR 
class, have to pass the Heads 
Up:~ Concussions in high 
sehool sports class, and now 
haye to go through the fin- 
gerprinting process. These 
additions have been added 
either through state laws, or 
through the MIAA and local 
governments. 

“Coaching today is a lot 
more.than just showing up to 
coach,” said WHS Athletic 
Director Ed Harrison. “A 
couple years ago we started 
the .concussion testing and 
each coach once a year has 
to -go online, take the test, 
print the certificate and pass 
it im and we keep it here on 
file This past year (the 
state) started the CPR 
(course with all paid and vol- 
unteer coaches in all high 
school sports). There were a 
couple of classes (offered) 
and. all of the fall coaches 
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have taken it and we keep 
that on file as well. 

“The other area is the fin- 
gerprinting. The Coaches 
have always gone through 
the CORI checks, that's been 
done for years and every- 
body has had that. But now 
the fingerprinting is broken 
up and I'm not sure if it's a 
year-and-a-half, but it's 
alphabetical and right now 
I'm working with the Roman 
House to make sure that 
nobody slips through the 
cracks. 

“Everyone has had their 
CORI checks so that's good 
and the fingerprinting like I 
said is broken up so there's 
actually no deadline to it 
whereas the CPR course 
there was a strict deadline.” 

The Concussion epidemic, 
if you will, has been a seri- 
ous problem across the 
entire country over the last 
decade, in fact Hollywood 
will be releasing a movie 
called “Concussion” which 
has already receive a lot of 
hype. That has trickled down 
here to the state where the 
MIAA has been very proac- 
tive on the sensitive subject 
for many years now, includ- 
ing initiating a week-long 
concussion awareness cam- 
paign beginning September 
21 through a partnership 
with former NE Revolution 
star soccer player Taylor 
Twellman. 

With the additional courses 
for concussions, CPR and 
background checks, the 
MIAA and the State of 
Massachusetts are hoping 
for a much safer environ- 
ment for high school athlet- 
ics. 

“It's a good thing absolute- 
ly because of the safety for 
the kids,” said Harrison. 
“It's just that a lot of things 
are happening all at once 
and there is some cost 
involved. A lot of these 
things (the state and the 
MIAA) are trying to be 
proactive and they are try- 
ing to keep kids safe. I 
always thought the CORI 
checks were good (and 
enough) but apparently peo- 
ple have fallen through the 
cracks. And they are also 
now working on all high 
school officials too. 

“In the long run all of this 
is good stuff, it's just it's all 
happening at the same time 
so it can be challenging.” 
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Wilmington High School Sophomore Olivia Wingate gave a veriel commitment to Notre Dame this past week to continue 
her education and play soccer at the elite Division 1 College. Recently she took an unofficial trip to the college and was all 
had some fun during her visit to the Indiana School.

hard work will carry them to 
a Division 1 school. 

“A whole weight has been 
lifted off my shoulders,” 
Wingate said. “It’s a great 
feeling.” 

Wingate and McCauley 
both have given verbal com- 
mitments, and sign their 
National Letter of Intent 
later on. Before they sign 
and go off to college, the two 
will be teammates this fall 
as Wingate elected to give 
up Club Soccer and join the 
WHS team but an injury 
from the summer will keep 
her out of the line-up for sev- 
eral weeks. 

Wingate may have only 
started her sophomore year 
at WHS a few days ago, but 
her phenomenal abilities on 
the soccer field as a power 
forward have been the sub- 
ject of national attention for 
a while now. Her dedication 
and determination wowed 
coaches at an early age, and 
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that effort has continued to 
pay dividends. 

Just this past year, she par- 
ticipated in a number of 
training camps for the U16 
Women’s National Team. 
Although Wingate normally 
played at a U15 level, she 
was recommended to the 
U16 program by the coach of 


her club team, Jason 
Dewhurst. 
Dewhurst would prove

Nelson climbs depth | 
chart ladder quickly

WILMINGTON -- When 
training camp opened for the 
Wilmington High Football 
team last season, it is proba- 
bly safe to say that not a lot 
of Wildcats fans had offen- 
sive guard/defensive end 
Kyle Nelson, then a junior, 
on their radar. 

You can't blame them. 
After all, Nelson had missed 
almost his entire sophomore 
year with an injury, and was 
buried on both the offensive 
and defensive depth charts 
for the Wildcats at the start 
of camp. 

But that quickly changed. 
By the end of camp, Nelson 
had worked his way up from 
the bottom of the depth 
chart all the way into the 
starting lineup, where he 
remained throughout the 
season until a leg injury 
sidelined him near the end of 
the year. 

How things have changed. 
One year later, not only is 
Nelson, now a senior, firmly 
established as a starter on 
both the offensive defensive 
lines, he is one of four team 
captains for the Wildcats. 

You may say, that much 
like the old Smith Barney 
commercial used to say, 
Nelson did things the old 
fashioned way. He earned it. 

"We did not know what to 
expect from Kyle heading 
into last season after miss- 
ing almost his entire sopho- 
more year," Wilmington 
coach Mike Barry said. "We 
had a big senior class last 
year and some kids would 
have just sat back and wait- 
ed for their chance in their 
senior year. But that's not 
what Kyle did. He went from 
being the last guy on the 
depth chart to starting seven 
games for us. 

"He certainly earned it. He 
worked hard in practice, and 
got after it." 

For Nelson, who did not 
begin playing football until 
his freshman year of high 
school, putting in the work to 
earn a Starting position was 
merely what was expected of 
him. 

"I just showed up and 
worked hard and worked my 
way into the lineup. The 
coaches make it clear when 
you are doing a good job and 
they encourage you," Nelson 
said "At the same time they 
will let you know if you are 
not doing well or if they feel 
there is a lack of effort. 
Really I am just doing what 
is expected of me by the 
coaches." 

Of course as an offensive 
lineman, a lot of people still 
don't know Nelson's name. 
But that is just fine with 
him. Anonymity seems to 
come with the territory for 
an offensive lineman, unless 
of course you give up a big 
sack in a key moment. But 
Nelson does not let that 
bother him. He and his fel- 
low line mates know their 
job and they take pride in 
doing it well, as they did last 
season when Wildcat backs 
ran for over 1,500 yards. 

“We definitely took pride in 
that,” Nelson said. “A good 
block does not show up in the 
stats, but coach always 


reminds us that if we are not 
blocking, the kids behind us 
will not be scoring." 

At defensive end Nelson is 
able to make an impact as 
well, and that is exactly 
what he likes to do. While he 
enjoys setting the path for 
his fellow teammates when 
he is on offense, like most 
two-way players he prefers 
the defensive side of the ball 
where he gets to do a little 
more of the hitting. 

“I am more of a defensive 
guy,” Nelson said "I always 
sort of have been since I 
started playing. It's more 
fun because you get to hit 
people, and make tackles. I 
guess that is more my style, 
as much as I like offense as 
well." 

Nelson knows that he and 
the rest of his teammates 
will need to make quite an 
impact on both sides of the 
ball if they are going to 
improve on last year’s 4-7 
record. But he is fully pre- 
pared to see his team do just 
that. 

"That's the goal,” Nelson 
said. “If we listen to the 
coaches, let them do their 
Jobs, and do our jobs as 
players I think we could have 
a successful season." 

Nelson of course will be a 
big part of any success the 
Wildcats do have, both with 
his play as well as with his 
leadership as team captain. 
For Nelson, being selected 
as captain was quite a thrill, 
and he has thrived in that 
role so far. 

"J. was very honored 
because the team selected 
the captains and the fact 
that the guys viewed me as 
someone who could be a cap- 
tain meant a lot to me," 
Nelson said. “Our captains 
last year like Austin Ferreira 
and Dan Masiellio, no mat- 
ter what happened, they 
were always setting a great 
example and always working 
hard. I am hoping to do the 
same thing this year for the 
younger players. in leading 
by example." 

Barry is fully confident 
that Nelson will be a great 
leader for the Wildcats. If 
leading by example is a 
requirement for a captain, 
then Nelson should have no 
problem at all, according to 
Barry. 
"We use him as an example 
for the other kids and tell 
them that if you want to play 
and if you want to start, it is 
not going to be given to you," 
Barry said. "You have to 
earn it and that is what Kyle 
did. He just went out and 
grabbed it." 

With the season opener 
against Winchester just days 
away, Nelson is eager to lead 
his team during a game just 
as he has during practices. 
He will get that chance this 
Saturday, and he can hardly 
wait. 

"I am pretty excited for it," 
Nelson said “There is always 
a lot of excitement at this 
point in the season with the 
first game coming up. You 
want to be able to make all 
of the practice and all of the 
work we put in during the 
off-season pay off. We are 
excited for the start of the 
season."

WILMINGTON -- The past 
three seasons under the new 
MIAA playoff format have 
seen the Wilmington High 
Football team eliminated in 
the first round of the 
Division 3 Northeast play- 
offs. Each of those three 
years the Wildcats failed to 
achieve a .500 record, includ- 
ing last season's 4-7 mark (3- 
4 in regular season) before 
being eliminated in the first 
round by Beverly and mov- 
ing on to the non-qualifier 
bracket. 

Obviously the goal for the 
Wildcats heading into this 
season -- which gets under- 
way Saturday afternoon with 
an afternoon non-league 
game with Winchester -- 
would be to improve on that 
mark, and possibly make a 
run towards the top of the 
Middlesex Freedom Division 
as well. 

But Wilmington coach 
Mike Barry, entering his 
eighth year as leader of the 
Wildeats, is looking not so 
much for an improvement in 
the team’s won-loss record 
as he is in just seeing 
improved play on a week-to- 
week basis. 

If the Wildcats do that, 
Barry's hope is that the wins 
will take care of themselves. 

“We are not getting caught 
up on records, but we are 
focused on being a good 
team that does not make 
mistakes," Barry said. "We 
have nine seniors on this 
team and they are setting a 
good example for the 
younger kids. We have a nice 
mix of kids, and I can hon- 
estly say that so far we have 
not have a bad day of prac- 
tice.

If the Wildcats are going to 
make a run for the league 
title and deep into the post 
season, they will be doing so 
in a new division, as they 
have switched to Division 3

Barry, however is not con- 
cerned with what division 
his team is playing in, as 
once again he stresses that 
any success his team has 
will be based on their play, 
rather than the play their 
opponents.

takes, whether it is commit- 
ting bad penalties or turning 
the ball over," Barry said. 
"In our league if you do that 
you are not going to win 
many games. The teams are 
very evenly matched, so if 
you turn the ball over you 
are going to lose." 

Helping the Wildcats cause 
once again this season will 
be a three pronged running 
attack led by senior captain 
Matt Woods. Woods rushed 
for 369 yards and three 
touchdowns last season in a 
limited role, and will be 
counted on much more heav- 
ily this season.

WILMINGTON - Hope and Friendship Foundation will be 
opening its doors in Wilmington to provide support to women 
and men who have been diagnosed with Stage IV breast cancer. 
It is expected that the facility will be opening in October of this 
year. 

The foundation, based in Middleton, Massachusetts, has 
recently been awarded a $100,000 grant from Cummings 
Properties Foundation in the form of a 10 year lease at a prop- 
erty in the town to hold support group meetings, retreats and 
workshops. 

These and other unique services that up until now have not 
been available in northeastern Massachusetts or southern New 
Hampshire will be offered in support of individuals diagnosed 
with the disease. 

The Hope and Friendship Metastatic Breast Cancer 
Foundation, was started by Heather LoRe a Nurse Practitioner 
in “Northeastern Massachusetts. Treated with mastectomy, 
chemotherapy and radiation for Stage IIB Breast Cancer in 
2004; Heather was diagnosed with Metastatic (Stage IV) Breast 
Cancer, the terminal form of the disease, in 2008. 

Heather attended a Metastatic Breast Cancer support group 
that helped her greatly with the prognosis, to feel less isolated 
and alone,-and to look forward to new activities to help her cope

those living with the disease as well as support for researchers 
in the field of Metastatic Breast Cancer. 

At that time, board members came forward and fundraising 
began. 

There are an estimated 173,000 US residents with Stage IV 
breast cancer. One in three early stage breast cancer patients 
will become Stage IV and die from the disease. This number 
has not changed in 30 years.

“The Transporter

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
If nothing else, this reboot 
of the Transporter franchise 
should do wonders for Audi 
sales, not to mention car 
safety. Every passenger 
who sets foot in the tricked- 
out, gleaming German auto- 
mobile driven by the titular 
character is immediately 
ordered to fasten their seat 
belt. It's sound advice, 
because "The Transporter 
Refueled" is a cinematic 
bumpy ride. 

Arriving seven years 
after the final installment of 
the trilogy originally star- 
ring Jason Statham, this 
latest version, inexplicably 
set in 2010, features a 
younger, slighter Frank 
Martin as played by Ed 
Skrein ("Game of 
Thrones"). It's a real dimin- 
ishment, and not just in 
physical terms. Skrein 
moves well and has the req- 
uisite model-ready good 
looks, beautifully cared-for 
stubble and gruff, rumbling 
voice that make him 
machismo personified. But 
compared to his predeces- 
sor, he's seriously lacking in 
charisma, and his relent- 
lessly monotonous perform- 
ance fails to rev up the 


film's engine. 

Fortunately, Ray 
Stevenson is on hand to pro- 
vide some necessary energy 
to the proceedings. The 
actor is clearly having a 
good time playing Frank's 
dad — he persistently 
addresses his son as 
"Junior" — a rakish Evian 
sales rep who's not so 
secretly a government 
agent. Unfortunately, the 
character's spy skills seri- 
ously leave something to be 
desired, as the plot hinges 
on his getting kidnapped not 
once but twice in the course 
of 24 hours. 

Speaking of plot, what lit- 
tle there is has something to 
do with Frank being hired 
by gorgeous femme fatale 
Anna (Loan Chabanol) and 
her trio of similarly beauti- 
ful, blonde-wigged accom- 
plices. When they reveal 
that they are holding his 
father prisoner and have 
given him poison that will 
kill him within 12 hours, 
Frank is coerced into help- 
ing them get revenge on the 
Russian human trafficker 
who forced them into prosti- 
tution 15 years earlier. 

But that's all a mere 
excuse for a_ relentless 
series of action set pieces in 
which Frank demonstrates 
that he's as skilled in mixed 
martial arts as he is at high-

narrow streets of the 
French Riviera without run- 
ning over any innocent 
bystanders. A man with a 
strict moral code, he doesn't 
carry a gun, forcing him to 
use a wide variety of 
objects-at-hand to dispatch 
a seemingly endless series 
of opponents, somehow 
managing to never muss up 
his perfectly tailored suit in 
the process. 

Director Camille 
Delamarre ("Brick 
Mansions") and his collabo- 
rators have devised a few

“A Walk in the Woods”

Two years after "All Is 
Lost," Robert Redford has 
swapped the sea for the 
woods, and wordless isola- 
tion for Nick Nolte. It's not 
a bad trade. 

"A Walk in the Woods" is 
a broad and congenial com- 
edy about two aged old 
friends trying to hike all 
2,000-plus miles of the 
Appalachian Trail, from 
Georgia to Maine. It's light 
on its feet, even though its 
geriatric woodsmen are 
plodding and grunting. 

The story, taken from Bill 
Bryson's 1998 book, might 
seem like the kind of hokey 
comedy trotted out every 
now and then for older 
moviegoers. It is that, to be 
sure. But Redford and Nolte 
are a class, or two, above 
the standard stars of such 
fare. While "A Walk in the 
Woods" is tame stuff, 
indeed, a simple, comic 
stroll with pleasant compa- 
ny is a decent way to end a 
movie summer where the 
usual pace is a Tom Cruise 
sprint. 

The germ for the trip 
begins when Bryson returns 
to his New Hampshire home 
after a humbling book tour 
where he's met with ques- 
tions of retirement — likely 
the same kind Redford has 
become accustom to fielding 
but happily (for our sake) 
ignoring. Authors, Bryson 
responds, don't retire. They 
either drink themselves 
away or blow their brains 
out. 

But Bryson is instead 
drawn by a mysterious long- 
ing to hike the Appalachian 
Trail. His concerned wife 
(Emma Thompson — now 
there's a couple) insists he 
find a companion. When 
everyone he can think of 
turns him down, Katz, with 
whom Bryson had lost 
touch, calls him up to say 
he's game. 

After the two set out in 
Georgia, their adventures 
unfold in episodic encoun- 
ters and pratfalls. Along the 
way, they meet Kristen 
Schaal (as an annoying fel- 


low hiker), an attractive 
innkeeper (Mary 
Steenburgen) and, 
inevitably, a bear.
